Ladies  and  Gentlement, 

I have  much,  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  district  for  the  year  1968. 

On  March,  31  st,  1969,  1 completed  four  years  as  your  Ledicctl 
Officer  of  Health.  I am,  therefore,  familiar  with  the  area  and  its 
officials,  to  all  of  whom  I express  my  thanks  for  their  continued 
co-operation  and  helpfulness. 


The  estimated  population  for  mid-1968  was,  according  to  the^ 
Registrar —General , 7,220  — which  shows  an  estimated  increase  of  650, 
which  is  the  largest  annual  increase  ever  recorded.  In  1 9o7  there 
was  an  estimated  increase  of  120  and  in  1966  of  50. 


STATISTICS 

The  live  birth  rate  of  20.8  per  1,000  of  the  population  is  above 
the  rate  for  the  previous  year,  which  was  15*7  It  is  also  well  above 
the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole,  which  is  estimated  as  10.9. 
No  doubt  this  is  accounted  for  by  the  number  of  new  houses  being  built 
in  the  area,  many  of  which  being  occupied  by  young  married  people. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  of  13*0  is  very  low,  and  compares  well 
with  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole,  which  is  18.0.  In 
1967  the  infant  mortality  rate  for  this  area  was  19.4. 

There  were  five  stillbirths,  giving  a stillbirth  rate  of  32,  which 
is  more  than  double  that  of  the  country  as  a whole  where  the  rate 
is  14.0.  In  1967  our  stillbirth  rate  was  also  higher  than  that  of 
England  and  Wales  - 28.4,  compared  with  14«8. 

The  death  rate  of  4*7  per  1,000  home  population  is  again  much 
lower  than  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales,  which  is  11.9.  In  the 
previous  year  our  death  rate  was  4.3. 

Four  of  the  deaths  were  due  to  malignant  disease.  Two  deaths 
were  due  to  accidents  (one  motor  vehicle  accident).  Two  deaths  were 
attributed  to  peptic  ulcer  and  two  to  pneumonia.  The  two  infant 
deaths  were  due  to  congenital  anomalies. 


CONCLUSION 

Apart  from  the  high  stillbirth  rate,  the  figures  are  most 
satisfactory.  The  low  infant  mortality  rate  and  low  death  rate  are 
particularly  noteworthy. 

I,  again,  express  my  thanks  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Council,  the 
Public  Health  Inspector,  and  the  clerical  staff  of  the  County  Health 
Department  for  the  continued  help  they  have  giyen  me,  and  to  the 
members  of  the  Committee  for  their  continued  support.

BUILDING  CONTROL  AND  PLANING  REGULATIONS 


' 90  plans  were  deposited  and  approved  under  the  Public  Health  Acts, 
Building  and  Planning  Regulations. 


Conversions,  adaptations  and  improvements.  27 
New  Private  Dwellings.  31

Planning  applications  were  refused  for  an  advertisement  sign,  for 
extraction  of  limestone  at  Ufford,  for  development  of  land  at  Wansford 
(outside  the  village  envelope)  and  for  a dwelling  house  at  Ufford.  This 
latter  case  was  approved  after  an  amended  re- submiss ion. 

Work  under  this  heading  continued  to  increase  due  to  the  extra  work 
caused  by  the  implementation  of  Building  Regulations,  and  the" partial 
delegation"  of  planning  control  from  the  County  Council. 

There  are  many  problems  the  Building  Technologist  has  to  deal  with  and 
the  amount  of  new  information,  legal  and  technical,  which  should  be 
assimilated  each  year  is  formidable. 

When  metrication  is  introduced,  without  being  too  pessimistic,  I predict 
that  grave  disturbance,  if  not  chaos,  will  be  evident  for  many  years  in  the 
Building  Industry.  It  is  only  now  that  local  builders  are  beginning  to 
appreciate  certain  aspects  of  Building  Regulations,  and  with  the  introduction 
of  metrication,  the  smaller  concerns  especially  will  be  hard  - pressed  to 
begin  to  comprehend. 

Despite  conversion  tables  and  other  aids,  to  a person  set  in  his  ways 
the  statistics  965.2  mm,  609.6  mm,  914.4  mm  (even  when  they  are  rounded  off 
to  the  nearest  mm)  can  never  convey  the  same  mental,  picture  as  38  ins;  24  ins 
36  ins.

FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS 


The  number  of  Factories  registered  during  the  year  remained  the  same  as 
previously  (25),  the  majority  being  one-man  businesses  and  building  operations 
in  respect  of  which  Section  7 of  the  Act  is  enforced  by  the  Council.  Periodic 
inspections  were  made  and  once  again  there  is  nothing  special  to  report. 

SHOPS  ACTS. 

The  number  os  shops  registered  was  15.  The  standard  of  hygiene  was 
again  found  to  be  generally  satisfactory. 

FOOD  HYGIENE  REGULATIONS  AND  REGISTERED  FOOD  PREMISES 


There  was  an  increase  of  one  registration  during  the  year,  making  a total 
of  14.  All  ice  cream  retailed  in  the  district  was  sold  in  pre-packed  containers. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

The  two  cases  os  Scarlet  Fever  notified  were  mild  in  character  and  no 
terminal  disinfection  was  carried  out.  Two  cases  of  Sonne1  Dysentry  were 
notified,  one  of  them  a poultryman  who  was  temporarily  excluded  from  work. 

There  was  no  incidence  of  food  Poisoning.

ANIMAL  BOARDING  ESTABLISHMENTS  ACT.  1963 

There  is  one  registered  in  the  district,  and  this  establishment  complies 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Act, 

OFFICES.  SHOPS  AND  RfJLUAY  PREMISES  ACTS,  1963 

There  are  12  registered  premises  employing  46  persons  in  the  district. 
The  administration  of  this  Act  has  been  of  a routine  nature  and  no  serious 
problems  have  arisen  in  the  year  under  review. 

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT.  1949 

Many  ratepayers  in  the  district  are  still  not  aware  that  a free  service 
of  disinfection  is  available  for  any  domestic  premises  affected.  Industrial 
and  Trade  premises  can  also  be  inspected  and  treated  either  on  a re-chargable 
basis,  or  by  a specialist  firm. 

Free  treatment  of  domestic  premises  was  given  on  51  occasions,  often 
within  24  hours  of  complaint  being  received.  Very  little  work  of  inspection 
and  treatment  was  given  to  farm  premises  and  farmers  are  urged  to  employ 
specialist  firms  for  this  work. 

Once  again  a systematic  inspection  and  disinfection  of  public  sewers  was 
carried  out,  together  with  disinfection  as  necessary  of  the  various  sewage 
treatment  works. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSE 


(a)  Pilsgate,  Barnacle,  Bainton  and  tl  ford.  These  parishes  discharge  after 
pumping,  to  a Sewage  Treatment  Works  at  Ta.'i  Lngton  Road,  B Lnton,  with  the  final 
effluent  discharging  to  the  River  Welland  in  summer  months  and  to  the  nearby 
stream  in  winter  months  when  the  flow  of  water  therein  gives  sufficient  dilution. 

Infiltration  of  surface  water  again  occured  in  Ashton  due  to  the  blockage 
of  roadside  dykes.  Infiltration  of  sub  soil  spring  water  occured  in  various 
lengths  of  sewers  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  these  and  other  associated  problems 
were  receiving  my  attention. 

Two  samples  of  effluent  from  the  3 wage  Treatment  Plant  were  taken  during 
the  year.  Both  were  unsatisfactory  due  essentially  to  disenption  caused  by 
infiltration. 

(b)  St.  Martins  Wit  out  and  Wcthorpe  T e drainage  from  these  two 
Parishes  is  pumped  into  the  Stamford  Borough’::  Sewage  System. 

D ring  the  year  after  many  periods  of  heavy  rainfall,  the  sewers  in 
Wothorpe  were  surcharged  with  the  result  that  highly  diluted  sewage  overflowed 
into  the  adjoining  fields  from  the  manhole  adjacent  to  the  Kettering  Ro  d. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  this  problem  was  receiving  my  attention, 

A compressor  in  the  Wothorpe  Ejector  St-liion  was  repaired  during  the  year. 

(c)  Wittering.  The  new  surface  aeration  scheme  was  partly  commissioned 
at  the  end  of  Adjust,  although  it  was  not  until  the  end  of  September  that  the 
clarifiers  were  available.  Novel  features  of  this  scheme  include  the  disposal 
of  fine  activated  sludge  over  adjoining  land  through  a rain-gun  irrigation 
system,  which,  subject  to  certain  precautions,  benefits  the  local  farmer. . 

It  also  includes  tertiary  treatment  of  the  effluent  by  upward  flow 
clarifiers  on  the  B ..  ks'  principle,  and  the  continued  use  of  sludge  straw  composting 
( educing  manual  work  to  a minimum)  which  has  proved  such  a success  over  the  past 
years. 


D e to  a general  shortage  of  straw  in  the  area  the  local  farmer  unfortunately 
could  not  make  sufficient  straw  available.  This  hitherto  has  been  provided  free 
of  charge,  the  farmer  receiving  in  turn,  free  of  charge,  the  sludge  straw  compost 
for  distribution  over  his  land.  Portunately  I was  able  to  obtain  a supply  of 
loose  straw  free  of  charge  from  another  source,  with  Council's  labour  collecting 
and  carting. 

S'  ortly  after  commissioning  the  plant  I was  in  close  liaison  with  the 
Wvilland  and  No  e River  Authority  with  the  result  that  weekly  samples  of  effluents 
of  the  new  works  were  taken.  In  all,  13  samples  were  taken  after  commissioning 
and  only  the  first  one,  taken  before  the  new  plant  had  settled  down,  proved  to 
be  unsatisfactory.  The  remainder  were  highly  satisfactory,  not  only  were  they 
well  within  the  standard  prescribed  by  the  River  Be-  rd,  but  they  were  so  good 
there  was  a distinct  possibility  that  the  effluents  from  this  Treatment  Works 
were  being  polluted  by  the  stream  water  into  which  they  finally  discharged. 

T'  is  new  sewage  treatment  plant  is  much  more  sophisticated  than  the  normal  plant 
and  therefore  requires  skilled  and  expert  attention  if  it  is  to  be  understood 
and  treated  correctly. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  C ntractors  had  a large  amount  of  site  works 
still  to  be  completed. 

(d)  -ford  and  Thornhaugh  A new  scheme  for  these  two  villages 
incorporating  gravity  sewer s , pumping  mains,  ejector  stations,  and  the  install- 
ation of  an  "0  igest”  Unit  with  tertiary  grass  plot  treatment  at  Wansford  was 
commenced  in  M rch.  As  previously  reported,  unfortunately  the  tertiary  grass 
plot  treatment  area  has  had  to  be  sited  in  a prominent  position  in  an  angle 
between  the  old  and  the  new  A.  47  Peterborough.  twit  this  will  bo  minimised 

by  a tree  planting  scheme. 


(4) 


A novel  feature  of  this  scheme  is  the  use  of  P.V.C.  gravity  sewers  laid 
in  30ft.  lengths  and  the  ’Oxigest1  unit  with  the  grass  plot  treatment,  These 
works  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  were  proceeding  at  the  end  of  the  year 
and  in  the  meantime  the  two  small  sewage  treatment  works  taking  the  discharge 
from  Council  houses  in  these  villages  were  being  maintained.  No  samples  of 
effluent  from  Wansford  were  taken  during  the  year. 

(e)  Southorpe  This  is  a small  and  straggling  hamlet  where  the  installation 
of  main  drainage  would  be  very  expensive.  As  this  area  at  the  moment  is  not 
favoured  by  the  County  Planning  Authority  for  any  development  other  than  the 

odd  selective  infilling  I cannot  see  that  a proper  sewerage  system  will  be 
installed  in  the  foreseeable  future.

REEU3E  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

Once  again  I have  to  report  that  the  weekly  scheme  of  refuse  collection, 
inaugurated  in  I960,  worked  well.  Despite  the  increasing  numbers  of  properties 
in  the  area  one  18-24  cu.yd.  refuse  vehicle  and  two  men  were  still  able  to 
manage  this  service.  A revised  system  was  agreed  with  the  workmen  at  the  early 
part  of  the  year* 

T;  e refuse  is  disposed  by  controlled  tipping  on  the  Refuse  tip  on  the 
Kings  Cliff e Road,  U nsford,  operated  by  the  Stamford  Borough  Council,  on 
repayment  of  £65  per  annum.  Under  the  C vie  A enities  Act,  1967  Local 
Authorities  are  obliged  to  remove  bulky  household  refuse  free  of  charge.  Such 
refuse  cannot  be  taken  during  normal  collections  but  arrangements  can  be  made 
for  this  service  on  8 turday  mornings,  necessitating  overtime  by  the  workmen. 

T'  e suggestion  for  a county  scheme  for  the  disposal  of  derelict  motor 
cars  was  not  proceeded  with,  and  as  far  as  this  District  is  concerned  I am 
advising  owners  that  they  can  dispose  of  such  cars  on  the  K.L  gs  C ' iffe  Road 
tip  by  prior  consent. 

During  the  year  new  tyres  were  purchased  for  the  vehicle  and  towards  the 
end  of  the  year  the  vehicle  was  off  the  road  for  a week  for  engine  repairs, 
during  which  time  a relief  vehicle  was  hired, 

WATER  SAMPLES 


Samples  from  the  public  supplies  in  the  area  were  taken  at  regular 
intervals  by  the  South  Lines.  Water  Board. 

COUNCIL  HOUSE  MAINTENANCE 


Minor  repairs  are  carried  out  by  the  Council  workmen  and  other  repairs 
by  local  Building  Contractors. 

The  modernisation  of  the  last  four  Council  houses  at  Wittering  was 
completed,  these  being  the  last  of  the  pre-war  Council  houses  to  be  improved. 

The  painting  of  54  houses  was  approved  during  the  year  and  new  footpaths 
and  fencing  at  Ufford  was  also  completed. 

NEW  COUNCIL  HOUSE  BUILDING 


The  second  phase  housing  at  Little  Northfields,  Barnack  for  the  erection 
of  4 bungalows,  10-2  bedroomed  houses  and  site  works  etc  was  commenced  on 
22nd  January,  1968.  The  contract  for  this  work  amounted  to  £37,601,  and  as 
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with  the  first  phase  for  12  bungalows  (Contract  £35,338)  incorporated  all  - 
electric  warming  systems.  This  scheme  was  completed  and  the  14  units  were 
occupied  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

CARAVAN  SITES 


There  are  no  authorised  sites  in  the  district. 
HOUSING  AND  PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACTS 


An  undertaking  not  to  re-let  a sub-standard  cottage  in  Thornhaugh  was 
received  during  the  year.  As  the  bulk  of  unfit  properties  were  dealt  with 
some  years  ago,  the  number  of  such  properties  remaining  is  now  minimal. 

This  District  is  fortunate  in  that  respect,  so  much  so  that  the  Ministry's 
definition  of  housing  need  may  not  apply  in  this  area. 

30  houses  were  repaired  during  the  year  as  a result  of  informal  action. 


STAFF  AND  WORKMEN
